Lanor Fire Tams Morwiyo—8i1x Briunives
GREATLY DAMAGED~Thls morning, aboul 4
o'clock, afire broke ont in the kltohen of the
dining saloon conducted by Messrs, Croshy
Hoibrook, No. Bi5 Aroh street, The firo
reached the stalrway, which It followed until
it renched the garret, where it made fall head-
way, burning the roof entirely off. The back
part of the bullding and the lower storles al the
rear end, wbere the tire origlnated, are burned
out,
Messrs, Crosby & Holbroke are badly damnged
by botl fire and water, Mr, Holbroke, who re-
gides in the bullding, bas no losurance upon
his furniture that s damaged, but the fAxtures
and stock of the restaurant and confectionery
is covered by $5000, divided ns follows, S50 in
the Spring Garden, and $2000 1o the Peunn Plre,
which will fully cover the loss by the flye,
Residing with Mr, Holbrokke were Mr, Crosbhy,
J. A, Jusley, Jonn smith, and Captain Pur-
vere, making with the wife of Mr. Holbroke six
rsons in the bullding at the timo of the fire,
ir., Holbroke and wlfe, and Crosby, were
rescued from the third story of Lhe barnlog
buildlngiuy meaus of the ladders of the Wash-
ington Hose and Emplre Hook and Ladder
Company, thelr retreat down stalrs being cut
ofl by the flames, Mrs, Wolbroke being rescued
by Mr. Waldon of the Empire Company.

Mr, Imley managed toeseape out of the frout
dormer window on to the next roof; Captaln
Purvereand Mr, Bmith by the rear window Iu
the game manner. This bullding is owned by
J. Frapcls Fisher, Loss §2000, Fullg' insurod.

The flames extended west to No. 507 Arch
street, the first floor of which Is oococupled by
Charles Jackson as an oyster saloon, whieh was
slightly damaged by water, No insurance.
nhe second floor was ocoupled as o dress-
making establishment by Misses Hlcka &
Thomns, who succeeded In getting their stock
out with but Htte damnge by water. The upper
story and garret was used by J. M. Walner &
Co. 08 n perfumery establishment, who lose
about . without Insurance, having had a
policy the day previous eancalled. The roof of
this {iding was buarnt off, The bullding s
owned by Mrs. Catharine ('Bern, and s damagead
to the amount of $1000, fully insured lo the
Franklin,

No, 80, owned by Ell K. Price, was damagad
by the burning of thie rool, 10 the amount of
€iiK), insured in the Hand-in-hand Compnany.
Mrs. E. R, Wagoner occupled It as a trimmin
store, who sustalns a logs in goods by water, bu
which is fully covered by Insurance in the
Franklin and American Com panles,

No. 811, algo owned by Mr, Pries, was damaged
by watler, bul not to a great amount,

From No. 805 the Are made ils way enstward
to No. 802, owned by J. Francls Fisher, which
was burned prelty extensively, and perfoctiy
flooded with water. The uppar portlon was
ococupled by Mr, M, F.Spllling, na a dwelllng,
Mr. 8, also occupled the first floor of No, 801 as
& grocery, and the second story as a dwelling,
His honsehold ¢ffects were badly damaged, and
his groceries in the celiar of No. 501 were per-
fectly saturated and deluged.

The damage by fire was slight, Tie s fully
jinsured in the Greentree and other companles,
The first floor Of No. 802 was used as a tobaceo
store, which sustaioed a small loss, covered by
insurance in the Spriog Garden and Fire Asso-
cintion,

A man by the name of Morrell, while passing
the bullding, was lpjured by belng struck on
the head by a shutter falllng from & third-siory
window. He was taken to his place of business,
in Arcn, near Tenth street. It was belleved by
many that bhe sustained a severe concussion of
of the braln.

New York Weekly, and Bonnper's New York
Ledger, and shipped n large quantity to Cali-
foruin,

Notwithsianding this entastroplie, it will not
materinlly affect the business of Messrs, Jessup
& Moore, as the other mills—the Augustine Mill
on the Brandywine, the Coderus Mill at York,
Pa., and the Flat Kock and Wood-Pulp Paper
Mill at Mapayunk—have a produciog oa@neiw
of pearly thirty thousand pouuds a duy. Never-
theless, It 1s thonght 1t will tend to enhancs tho
value of the paper stock on hand at all sur-
rounnding establishments,
